1 . Please note that the examiner assigned to this application has changed. 

2. Acknowledgment is made of applicants election of the species of SA-beta-Gal; however, 
upon review and reconsideration, the species Election of Paper No. 5 is withdrawn and the 
following species election is required: 


3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the 
claimed invention: methods for determining the response to administration of a chemotherapeutic 
or chemopreventative agent to an individual comprising the measurement of biological markers 
associated with: 

(A) senescence 

(B) apoptosis, and 

(C) terminal differentiation. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, A, B or C, 
for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1, 2 and 4-6 are generic.
